Mr, Droit's fupfoftd carrtfpendcnct — 
Lord Morpeth faid, that he hoped the 
houfe would excufe him for deviating 
a little from the rules of debate, ami 
particularly as the fubjeft upon which 
he would occupy a finall portion of 
its time, was one in which the honor 
and charaAer of the country were ma¬ 
terially involved. . He alluded to the 
foul imputation that had been.endea¬ 
voured to be caft on the government 
and its representation, by a recent pub¬ 
lication in a French official paper. To 
the circumitances of that tranfaAiott, he 
thought it beneath him to advert, as 
Jong as they had been confined to the 
foul and malignant pages of the Mon¬ 
sieur, and while they only tended to 
demonftrate tho rancor of the French 
government, he thought it w«»* the 
beft and mod dignified courfe to treat 
them with filent fcorn. But the pa- 
pers purporting to be a correfpon- 
dence between the Britilh envoy extra- 
prdinary at Munich, and a perfon re¬ 
siding at Paris, have been officially 
communicated by the French miniiier 
to the different ambaffidors in ihat ci¬ 
ty, and the honor of the nation has 
.been impeached upon unfubllantiated 
fafts, improbable in their nature, un. 
proved, and, he confidently trufted, 
not to be proved. To thofe communi¬ 
cations acknowledgments had been 
made, of foine diverfity in their tenor, 
but mod of theln certainly adopting 
and fan&ioning, in a greater or letter 
degree, the loul reproaches that fud 
been cad upon the Britifh charaAer; 
and in the degraded date in which the 
greater part of the courts of Europe 
was placed, tho. reprefentative ot the 
court of Ruflia was the only one of the 
diplomatic body who did in hisanfwer 
exprefs any doubt of the fad. Some 
of the ambafiadors to whom that com¬ 
munication was made did certainly go 
9o very extraordinary lengths in their 
replies to the French minidei, and 
fuch he ihould hope would be found 
to del'erve the cenfuye of the differ- 
ent powers they reprelent. He particu¬ 
larly alluded to the anfwer of the repre¬ 
sentative of a power who had fprung 
from the fame fource with ourfclves, 
whole language was t lie fame, and 
whofe intereds, he trulled, were not 
oppofed to each other. (A loud cry 
of hear 1 hear 1 ) He was forry to fee 
fentimehts fo derogatory from the ho¬ 
nor of the Britifh charaAer, received 
with fuch pliant facility, by the red- 
dent of a power that Ihould have known 
how to appreciate our national charac¬ 
ter, in a more friendly and favorable 
way. He had no motion to make, but 
he thought it incumbent on miniflers 
either to oifavow or exculpate Mr. 

- Drake, and to prove to Europe and to 
the world, that they have not « point- 
ed'the dagger of the affaffin.” 

The chancellor ®f the exchequer— 
** Mr. Speaker, I «jfe to exprefs my 
unfeigned obligations to the noble 
lord for affording to his majefty’s mi- 
riders ao opportunity of repelling the 
fouled and mod infamous charge that 
has ever proceeded from a govertment 
claiming to be conftdered as a part of 
the civilized world ; a charge the mad 
unfounded and diabolical, urged by a 
government the mod fanguinary and 
tyrannical, for the foie purpofe, 1 im¬ 
plicitly believe, of giving a colour to 
. the commiffion of crimes fhe mod 
heinous and atrocious that have ever 
difgraced and blackened human na¬ 
ture. As to the imputation that the 
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authors and perpetrators of that fou| 
crime have attempted to throw on his 
majelly’s government, it is almod be¬ 
neath their dignity to condefcend to 
refute it ; but I think it my duty to 
date to this houfe, and fo the civilized 
world, that no authority has been gi¬ 
ven, that no indru&iOns have been 
tianfmitred to the Britifh minifter af 
the court of Munich, to engage in or 
undertake any thing that was not drift- 
ly confident with the mod fcrupulous 
observance of the rights of nations, and 
What perhaps is paramount to them, 
the duties of humanity. Alter having 
faid this much, 1 hope ft will not be 
exptAed ot me that I ffiould fay any 
thing more in reply to that moltfilfe, 
fcandalout and malignant imputation. 
As fo the corrcfpondenc** to which the 
noble lord bar alluded, it is impoffible 
for me to enter upon that I'ubjeft, untH 
fome communication thill haVe been 
received Irom the honorable perfon 
tvho has been fo infamoufly attacked 
in it—a gentleman of whole charaAer 
I, perhaps, think as highly, and am 
certainly as folicitous as the noble Jord, 
or any one in the kingdom c 5 n ’be.’ t 
have perfefl confidence, that the morfe 
the particularls of his condtiCFare in¬ 
quired into, the more apparent will be 
the propriety of it, and the vilenefs 
and falfchOod of that (as I have the 
bed grounds to fuppofe*) mod" impu¬ 
dent and infamous fabrication.
